Organization May Be Dead 
But the Issue Is Not 


Acts, Agents and Theaters Are 
Still Under Ban 


V. M. P. A. Will Not Cease Its 
Activities 


New York, April 30.—In spite of the 
fact that the White Rats Actors’ Union 
us an organization is dead, the White 
Rat issue is still very much alive with 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective 
Association, and there will be no let- 
up on the part of the members of that 
body until every White Rat, every 
supporter of the order, every agent 
who booked outlawed Rats, and every 
theater which played White Rat acts 
luring the recent strike fiasco will 
have been severely disciplined, and not 
until assurances have been made to 
the managers—satisfactory assurances 
at that, no idle promises—that there 
will never again be a repetition of the 
insettled conditions with which vaude- 
ville was affected during the greater 
portion of the past year. 

The Billboard learns from heads of 
the V. M. PP... that inasmuch as the 
White Rat or inization, through the 
machinations o° a clique of dictators, 
forced the fight against organized 
vaudeville, ts managerial association 
s disposed to tnish it for all time to 
‘ome. It is a pretty safe conclusion, 
ind quite generally accepted in vaude- 
ville circles, that it will be a long time 
»efore members of the now defunct 
White Rat order will ever again be 
permitted to play in theaters identified 
with the Vaudeville Managers’ Protec- 
‘ive Association. It will take more 
han a “now I'll be good” to restore 
arstwhile Rats back into the good 
zraces of the V. M. P. A. And this 
uso will apply, and with especially 
severity, to those managers and agents 
who declined to affiliate or co-operate 
with the V. M. P. A. in its campaign 
against the Rats, and who, on the 
contrary, lent whatever assistance they 
‘ould to the outlawed organization. 

This decision on the part of the man- 
agers’ association has caused a lot of 
speculation as to what the theaters in 
Lynn, Hoboken, Cohoes, N. Y.: Glens 
Falls, Mechanicsville and other up- 
State cities will do for vaudeville tal- 
ent. Byrne & Kirby, Fally Marcus 
and a number of other of the smaller 


time agents booked these theaters 
with White Rat acts during the 
“strike.” Now that the Rats have 


called off the “strike,” the question

WILL BE FORCED 
OUTOF BUSINESS 
BY PUBLISHERS 


Music Publishers’ Protective 
Association Is Organized 


No More Paying of Acts To 
Sing Special Songs 


Will Be Big Boon to Vaude- 
ville and the Actor 


New York, April 30.—After months 
of deliberation, the Music Publishers’ 
Protective Association was finally 
completely organized on Friday, hav- 
ing as its purpose the elimination of 
the so-called song plugger in vaude- 
ville and other forms of stage amuse- 
ment. The members of the new or- 
ganization—and they constitute prac- 
tically all of the important music 
publishers, with possibly one or two 
exceptions—have banded themselves 
together in a voluntary organization, 
with the one idea of doing away with 
the timeworn custom of paying acts 
to sing their wares, thereby foisting 
upon the theater-going public many 
song numbers which haye been en- 
tirely unsuited to the performer, and 
in some instances songs that were ab- 
solutely worthless. Penalties ranging 
up to $5,000 for violations have been

SECURITY FUND 


Appellate Court Decision Vic- 
tory for Producers 


Jewish Playhouse Litigation Is 
Finally Decided 


Realty Owners Have No Right 
To Hold Deposit 


New York, April 30.—One of the 
most important decisions affecting the 
theatrical world ever handed down by 
a New York Court was made last 
week by the Appellate division of the 
New York Supreme Court. when it 
directed a verdict in favor of Henry C. 
S. Stimpson, as receiver of the Peo- 
ple’s Theater Company, against Max 
D. Steuser and Minsker Realty Co., 
the owners of the building at Christie 
and Houston streets, this city, known 
as the National Theater, in the sum of 
$68,500, being the balance of security 
deposited under a lease of that thea- 
ter. The decision is the outcome of 
upwards of three years of litigation, 
and means that hereafter landlords of 
theaters will be prohibited from with- 
holding the total amount of a security 
paid for the fulfillment of a contract 
by the failure of the tenant to pay 
the stipulated rental for a specific 
time. 


In view of the fact that in the the- 
atrical world there is a great tendency 
on the part of theater landlords to de- 
mand seemingly exorbitant sums of 
security deposit from tenants, the de- 
cision that the remaining balance of 
such security, over the actual indebt- 
edness, must be refunded, may be 
hailed as a brilliant’ victory for the 
theatrical business. 

The fight against the owners of 
the National Theater was wager by 
Attorney Abraham H. Sarasohn, of 259 
Broadway, and the Appellate Court’s 
decision will have an immediate bear- 
ing on a great many similar cases 
which have been hanging fire for 
some time. 

In 1911, before the National Thea- 
ter was erected, a lease was made with 
Boris Thomashefsky, the Jewish actor. 
and the theatrical managers. Joseph 
Edelstein and Max R. Wilner, by which 
the tenants hired the theater as soon 
as it was completed, for ten years at a 
rental of $72,000 per year, and the 
sum of $72,000 was paid as security 
on the part of the tenants for the 
prompt payment of the rent. There- 
after these tenants formed a corpo- 
ration called the People’s Theater 
Company, assigned the lease and se- 
curity to that company, and when the

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CIRCUIT OF MUSICAL 


FOLLIES PROGRESSES 


Promoters Rush and Kahn Ex- 


pect To Have It in Opera- 
tion by September First 


New York, April 28.—The pew circuit of Mu- 
sical Follies, of which Edward F. Rush and B. 
F. Kabn are the principal promoters, is fast 
materializing despite the skeptics, who have pre 
dicted that the whole thing would evaporate 
into thin air. Both Mr. Rush and Mr. Kahn 
expressed themselves as more than satisfied with 
the way things are materializing, and they both 
assured The Billboard representative that the 
new circuit would become a reality and would 
be in full operation on September 1. 

The list of twenty houses on the circuit is 
practically completed. The full quota of show 
franchises have been spoken for, and, in most 
instances, the papers have been drawn. When 
the list of houses and the names of those who 
will hold show franchises are announced some 
real surprises are promised the show world. 
Announcement at this time is refused by the 
promoters on the ground that it would have a 
disastrous effect on the present booking plans 
of some of the houses as well as on the other 
theatrical ventures of the men whe will put 
shows on the circuit. 

It is known, however, that houses have been 
secured in desirable territory, and that some 
of the leading lights in the musical show field 
will have shows on the circuit. There will be 
twenty houses and twenty shows. Each show 
will make two tours of the circuit during the 
season, so that the members of the company will 
be assured of forty weeks’ work. People are 
already being engaged for the companies, ap- 
plicante being interviewed at Rooms 714, 715, 
716, 1482 Broadway, and at B. F. Kahn’s Union 
Square Theater, which is to be one of the houses 
on the circuit. Rehearsals for all the shows 
will be held in this city. 

Mr. Kahn and Mr. Rush informed The Bill- 
board that every attraction playing the circuit 
would be of a high musical comedy type and 
there would be a distinction to the shows 
which would prevent them from being poken 
of as burlesque. “You can state it as coming 
from us,” they declared, “that the Musical 
Follies are assured and that the plans have 
already gone so far that there is not even a 
meager possibility of the circuit passing its 
existence on paper oniy.”’

COMEDIAN BRINGS DOWN WRATH 


American Association Again Defines 
Its Stand Against Smut on Its 
Circuit 


New York, April 28.—Because of the failure 
of another comedian to learn that modern bur- 
lesque must be clean burlesque, the American 
Burlesque Association has been forced to again 
send out a proclamation declaring where it 
stands as regards clean shows. 

This time the offender was Harry Le Van, 
comedian of The Big Review of 1917. As the 
result of an indecent performance given by him, 
it is alleged, at the Howard Theater in Boston, 
March 12, complaint was made to Mayor James 
M. Curley. An investigation of the charges 
was made, and, as a result Le Van is barred 
from appearing on any stage in Boston within 
the next year. This is another isolated case of 
a comedian going up against the rules of the 


burlesque game today, and once more burlesque 
is put on the defensive. 

Both the Columbia Amusement Company and 
The American Burlesquers’ Association have de- 
clared their policy of clean burlesque 60 often 
and so emphatically that their attitude has been 
clear except to an occasional ‘thick head."’ But 
when General Manager George Peck of the 
American Circuit learned of the Boston occur- 
rence he immediately sat down and dictated a 
letter, reiterating the Association's policy to 
the producers having shows on the circuit. The 
letter reads: 

“Enclosed please find copy (Mayor Curley’s 
decision) which explains itself. I desire to say 
that this goes to show what we are up against. 
This Association has sent out numerous notices 
at different times this season complaining of 
smut or suggestive stuff being put over by a few 
of the producers. I have also sent out letters 
asking the house managers to co-operate with us 
in insisting on clean shows. Yet, in spite of 
ali this, we quite frequently find that when they 
think they are out of our sight, they will resort 
to the very dialogue and suggestive movements 
that we have requested them to eliminate. We 
have a few followers holding franchises who 
would not care if the license was taken away 
from a theater and the owner or lessee, perhaps, 
ruined. They would be perfectly satisfied in 
knowing that they had put one over. The great 
trouble in all this is that the real showmen who 
are anxious and willing to co-operate with us 
and help us to give a clean show are the ones 
who suffer from the actions of the few who 
insist on opposing our wishes. For the coming 
season would advise you all to make up your 
minds to give a clean and wholesome show. We 
want a real burlesque show, good production, 
clever comedians, good singers and a _ lively 
chorus, with real smut cut out. From this time 
on we shall hold the producing managers re- 
sponsible for the actions of their performers. 

“I have before me three letters complaining 
of smut being pulled off by the comedians of 
different shows. It behooves you to help us pro 
test the business that is giving you all good re- 
turns.”’ 

The question is, what will be Harry Le Van's 
status in burlesque after the Boston incident. 
Perhaps the lesson will be one he will profit by, 
but all comedians who refuse to live up to the 
public’s dictate of clean burlesque should be 
weeded out of the profession. The office boy 
who refuses to carry out the orders of his em- 
ployer is promptly discharged, and burlesque co- 
medians should be required to carry out this 
order for clean shows. 

Burlesque has gone up many notches in the

New York, April 30.—House managers on 
the Columbia Circuit are considerably stirred 
up over an announcement that has gone out 
from the office of the Columbia Amusement 
Company. The order is to the effect that after 
this season no house manager will be permitted 
to directly or indirectly profit from candy 
privileges in their houses or from house pro- 
grams. It is said that the salaries of house 
managers will take something of a leap, but 
the increase will not be such as will make 
up the loss from the candy privileges and pro- 
gram advertising. 

Some maangers have built up their programs 
and candy sales so that they derive as high 
as fifty dollars a week from these sources 
alone. The new mandate is a body blow to 
some of them, and it is extremely likely that 
the change in conditions will cause more than 
one manager to seek a different berth for next 
season.

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STAGE WOMEN’S WAR RELIEF 
MAKES ITS FIRST SHIPMENT 


First Box of Surgical Dressings, Packed Under 
Supervision of Minnie Dupree, Destined to 
Northern France in Response to Urgent 
Request—Appeals for More Linen 


New York, April 30.—The first shipment from 
the Stage Women’s War Relief Headquarters 
at 366 Fifth Avenue to the battlefields of Europe 
was made Saturday morning after ten days of 
untiring work on the part of hundreds of the- 
atrical women who are now playing in New 
York. 


Although the treasury of the new organiza- 
tion boasts about $5,000 Miss Dupree is not sat- 
isfied with the amount of old linen that is 
reaching her from those who wish to help from 
a distance. She wishes to ask all women readers 
of The Billboard not to disregard the actual 


‘‘We once used a double knot, but the time to 
clip the string when a physician was in a hurry 


was too great. Now we use a single bow knot 
and have learned to fold the wrapping so that 
one twist of the shears is enough to open the 
covering. 


“These are dressings for abscesses and wounds 
which must be packed. There must be no mis- 
take in counting the number in a bundle. I 
do that personally, alone. The responsibility is 
enormous. Physicians have no time to count 
when the dressing is being made. They do that 
when the wound is being undressed, and if the 
number is wrong it might mean that a new op- 
eration would be necessary to probe for the 
missing cloth. 

“A raveling left carelessly might easily mean 
gangrene. You see we are not doing a child's 
work up here!"’ 

Dozens of different kinds of dressings are be- 
ing made under Miss Dupree’s direction, a 
great many of them requiring infinite patience 
and nicety of detailed finger work. 

Although Miss Dupree is giving so much of 
her time, being in the workroom every day

necessity of her department for old linen, such 
as sheets, table linen and underclothing. 

Miss Dupree is an accredited Red 
teacher, and through her training in Red 
Cross work all winter, and her special course 
of eight weeks in the early spring, she holds a 
diploma which entitles her to the red emblem 
on her headdress and to her position as super 
visor of the work in the surgical dressing de 
partment. She halted her busy work of pack- 
ing the second box’s bottom layer, for a mo- 
ment of explanation, after the first box had 
been sent to the elevator:

“The misunderstanding of what old linen is 
being used for should be cleared up. Anyone 
knowing Red Cross work knows that it is not 
being put to use as bandages. We are merely 
wrapping bundles in the old linen which is 
being sent us, and if we do not have enough 
we must buy new material for wrapping, which 
is a bad form of extravagance when there are 
enough professional women who would be glad 
to help us if they realized the need we have 
for their cast-off linen. 

“Bandages are made from new materials, cut 
as exactly as a ruler and tape measure can 
make them. They are rolled through machines 
and their making is nothing short of a little art 
in itself. You see how handy the packages are.’’ 

She held a completed bundle in her hand, 
slipped the string, inserted a pair of scissors 
into the wrapping and laid the contents open in

FRAMING AGENTS’ CONTRACT 

New York, April 30.—Within the next week 
or ten days the committee of the Actors’ Equity 
Association, which has been framing a proposed 
new equitable contract, hopes to be able to 
make its report. Last week the committee 
entrusted with framing a suitable contract to 
apply between artists and agents was drafted, 
its salient features being that the agent's fee 
should be five per cent on engagements secured, 

' in no instance to exceed ten per cent. This 
provision is made because of the fact that so 
many of the agents have been in the habit of 
assessing artists exorbitant sums, basing their 
action on the claim that they are ‘“‘personal 
represeptatives’’ and not agents,

business of managing theatrical entertain- 
exhibitions or performances, or the 
artists or attractions constituting same where 
such business only involves the seeking of em- 
ployment.

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DRAMA LEAGUE MEETS 
IN PITTSBURG, PA. 


More Than One Hundred Dele- 
gates and Visitors Attend 
the Seventh Annual 
Convention 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 29.—Affirmation of the 
vital importance of drama to the social evolution 
of the nation, in time of war as well as in time 
of pence, was a dominant motive in the address 
which inaugurated the seventh annual convention 
of the Drama League of America in the William 
Penn Hotel April 25. 

More than 100 delegates and visitors registered 
at the convention headquarters. Among them 
were representatives of centers in all parts of 
the country, practical men of the theater, educa- 
tors, writers and society women. 


“We realize,” sald Dr. Percival Chubb, Na- 
tional president of the organization, in his ad- 
dress, “the difficulty of concentrating upon the 
study of the problems of the modern theater, in 
this time of national emergency. Only a deep 
sense of the importance of the function of the 
Drama League of America in the whole economy 
of national l!fe justifies our carrying out such a 
convention at this time.’’ 


The Rev. Dr. William Norman Guthriem, rec- 
ter of St. Mark's Protestant Episcopal Chureh 
of New York, addressing the joint luncheon of 
the Drama League of America and the Pittsburg 
Chamber of Commerce, in the William Penn 
Hotel, made a plea for artistic diversion from 
the awfulness and horror of war for the soldiers 
on the battlefield. 


The Thursday afternoon session was devoted to 
the reports of centers and to addresses by Charles 
M. Bregg, dramatic critic of The Pittsburg 
Gazette Times; Kenneth MacGowan, publicity 
man; Mr. Browne, of Chicago: Laurence Langner, 
of the Washington Square Players, and Stuart 
Walker, of the Portmantean Theater. 

Mr. Walker declared the dramatic school of the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology here must event- 
Bally become the fountain head of Importance to 
the American theater. 

Thomas Wood Stevens, head of the dramatic 
department of Carnegie Institute of Technology, 
in bis address of welcome, delivered in behalf of 
the Pittsburg president, Dr. H. B. Davis, said: 

“At this period of stress it is a duty to main- 
tain the theater today at its best ideas and 
ideals. The need centers upon the American 
érama.”* 

Montrose J. Moses, dramatic critic and author 
of books on the drama, in his address on A 
Year of American Drama, looked forward into 
the future of the American theater at the close 
of the war, after reviewing at length the offer- 
ings of the stage In the last year. 


Stadents of the drama department of Car- 
negie Institute of Technology, through their di- 
tector, Mr. Stevens, extended to the delegates 
and visitors an invitation to attend a perform- 
ance of The Weevils, an original play by Howard 
F. Smith and Sara E. Bennett of Carnegie Tech- 
nology, and given by a student cast fn the design 
school theater. 

The convention continued until Saturday night. 
Simultaneously with the beginning of Friday's 
Program was the opening of three special ex- 
hibits prepared by the Pittsburg Center in the 
second floor lobby of the Davis Theater. 

Kenneth MacGowan, publicity agent for the 
Bandbox Theater, New York, sald that the bus- 
iness office regulates dramatic criticism. This 
statement was corroborated by Laurence Langner, 
of New York, who also suggested that the Drama 
League Circuit be opened to such players as the 
Washington Square Players and other small thea- 
ter players. 

Charles M. Bregg, of this city, said: ‘“‘We 
have no longer standards of professional dramatic 
eriticism because everybody criticises. If the 
public would do some thinking the dramatic 
eritle would be allowed to do some thinking, 
too,"" 

A resolution was passed pledging the league 
members to paying royalties on all plays they 
preduce, Dr. Guthrie sald America must first 
find out what the drama has for America before 
America can produce a great American drama. 
Mle declared that the human will figure largely 
in this drama, 

A recommendation that the Drama League 
offer to the United States Government suitable 
dramatic entertainment for the army and navy 
was one of the most important of a number 
taken under consideration for later action. 

Another recommendation included the offer of

THE SPOKEN DRAMA 


By WILLIAM J. WALSH 


New York, April 28.—The coming season 
should usber in a new era im the theatrical 
world, and find many changes taking place, 
which should be of great and lasting benefit 
to all those who look to the stage for their 
permanent occupation. The public will, in time, 
feel the far-reaching effects of the evolution that 
is now going on, and eventually the artist and 
public will fad complete unity in harmony witb 
the ‘“‘Co-Operative” and practical ideas that are 
now the dominant factors in the business world. 

Since time and the force of circumstances 
have brought about such an institution as the 
Co-Operative Association of the Spoken Drama 
it is high time that all members of the profes- 
sion should be really sincere in their immediate 
support in helping to create a powerful, healthy 
and prosperous condition for themselves, other- 
wise they will find themselves year after year 
still clinging to hope, struggling with adversity, 
and sending home for money. 

All earnest, intelligent, capable people should 
wake up, come to, Diink their eyes, and after 
little pondering it won't be hard for them to 
realize the splendid opportunities ¢hey have at 
last to help Dring about conditions that mean 
something to them, not an improvement In the 
“A-B-C" way, but universal and complete. 

The things that this association stands for are 
thoroughly practical and sane, not a “pipe 
dream.”’ “They can be easily accomplished if the 
profession will spend one-tenth of the money 
with this institution that they spend on many 
others; only they will have to wake up and 
study the difference. 


The Co-Operative Association of the Spoken 
Drama is built out of great big ideas, and be- 
ing big, like the elephant, it will have to move 
slow but sure. It Is not a “‘White Blephant,"’ 
it is of natural hue, and healthy, 

The main proposition at present fs to build

tion, for once it is just under way the rest will 


be smooth sailing; so we must urge the early 


“co-operation’’ of the profession and public to 
come forward at once and subscribe for just as 
many shares as can be carried until we have 
our theater, then a greater “capitalization” 
will be voted by shareholders for the future 
onward movement.

| LYCEUMSCHAUTAUQUA CHAT 


By THOS.ELMORE LUCEY? 


SPARLING IS CIRCUIT MANAGER 


One of the prominent chautauqua men at tae 
Lincoln conference, held in Nashville recently, 
was J. N. Sparling, of Atlanta, who has had 
perhaps more to do with introducing the chau- 
taugua movement in the South than any other 
man. Mr. Sparling has for several months been 
in charge of the Lincoln promotion work in tbe 
Southern States, and it has been largely through 
his efforts that a big circuit has been built thet 
will give Southern towns and cities the very 
best platform attractions to be had. Mr. Spa:- 
ling’s ability as a chautauqua leader was given 
recognition recently by his appointment as gen- 
eral mupager of the Lincoln system's five-lay 
Southern Circuit, which takes in forty-three 
of the best known towns in the South. 

The five-day circuit under Mr. Sparling’s 
management will be a revelation to all persons 
interested in chautauqua entertainment. The 
management plans to give both circuits the 
benefit of the cream of the talent, which will 
be seen on the Eastern and Northern circuits 
later in the season. The five-day circuit equip- 
ment requires seven big chautauqua auditorium 
tents, with complete crews, managers and super- 
intendents, in addition to the small army of 
entertainers who will appear on the platform 
during the five-day stay in each of the forty- 
three towns on the circuit. 


—_—— 


NO SUNDAY PROGRAMS 


The chautauqua movement grew out of a re- 
ligious idea—really as a sort of Sunday-school 
Normal Institute. It was natural, therefore, 
that it should run on Sunday the same as on a 
week day. In the evolution of the movement 
the moral idea has been retained, but the strictly 
religious idea has given way to education and 
entertainment. 

With this evolvement there has arisen in 
many localities the question as to the wisdom 
of Sunday programs, which do sometimes wound 
the sensibilities of some. A few bureaus, and 
among them the Co-operative, have decided 
against Sunday programs, believing that they 
want, not only to ‘‘shun the very appearance 
of evil,’’ but that the talent will do very much 
better work if they have the opportunity to 
rest on St{day, according to nature’s laws. 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


“It’s been known to refrigerate an overcoat,’’ 
remarks Montaville Flowers. Last March, when 
Flowers went from Florida to North Dakota, he 
had bis heavy fur overcoat shipped to his hotel 
at Chicago, intending to pick it up en route. 
On arrival the coat was not tq be found, nor 
yet after five days of anxious inquiry of the 
express and postal clerks in the hotel.

On April 24—under the conductorship of Fred- 
erick A Stock—the eighth Mahle symphony 
was played at the Auditorium, Chicago. April 
23, after weeks of rehearsing, the final rehearsat 
took place before an invited audience composed 
of the city’s four hundred and a coterie of its 
best musicians.

The last nigtt of the great saenger- 
bunde, April 28, a Wagnerian program was 
given, with selections from Tristan and Isolde, 
Die Meistersinger, Gotterdammerung, Tann- 
hauser and Die Walkure. Margarete Matzen- 
aver, Mr. Murphy and Mr, Whitehill, said to 
be the greatest Wotan on the operatic stage 
today, were the soloists. April 25> Frieda Hem- 
pel sang three numbers and Conductor Stock’s 
orchestra of 150 rendered Tschatkowsky’s sixth 
(Pathetique) symphony. The event was.one of 
the most ambitious undertakings of the popular 
director of the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, 
likewise one of the greatest musical events of 
Chicago musical world,

and mildly disapproving others. 

With the National Association of 
the Motion Picture Industry recreantly 
passive or indifferent and a swinish 
trade press concerned only with ob- 
taining all the advertising to be had, 
it is plainly going to be uphill work to 
abate this evil, but we are in the fight 
and we are going to stick to the finish. 

We had hoped for a few allies—not 
many—just two to whom motion pic- 
ture people have been very kind.

FORMER GOVERNOR PATTERSON, OF TENNESSEE! 
ENDORSES ADOPTION OF PUBLIC DEFENDER - 


. 
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When Malcolm R. Patterson was Governor of Tennessee he was 
severely criticized by some for his pardon record. Defending that record 
he stated that in his long service as prosecuting attorney of Shelby 
County he knew how easy it was to send a moneyless man over the road, 
and for that reason alone he always extended clemency when the convict 
had not been provided with a reasonable defense and when there was 
any doubt about the justice of conviction. 

Since Governor Patterson stepped down from the chief executive's 
chair in Tennessee he has become known nationally on the lecture 
platform of the National Anti-Saloon League. 
by a representative of The Billboard when asked for an expression on 
the adoption of a Public Defender Mr. Patterson stated: 

“The question of a Public Defender for indigent prisoners charged 
with crime in our courts has been up for discussion a good many times, 
but I do not think the proposition has ever received any persistent or 
However, it is one that ought to appeal to all lovers 
of justice, as all those who are at all familiar with criminal prose- 
cutions, as they relate to ignorant and moneyless defendants, know 
that miscarriages of justice are very frequent in such cases. 

“The duty of the State is to protect the innocent as much as it is to 
prosecute and ask for the condemnation of the guilty, and the public 
has viewed this duty in a very partial way. The public’s idea of justice 
is very much confused, in that justice is looked upon as condemnatory 
and punitive rather than saving and helpful, but I believe in the best 
considered scheme of legislation the meaning of justice will not have 
this partial significance, but the broader one, which safeguards the rights 
of the poor by seeing to it that they have proper defense in the courts.”

Some men who call themselves talkers or 
showmen are unwilling to undertake any honest 
means of obtaining a livelihood when the talking 
season is over. It is a mistake. Your family 
needs the money, and a man who is completely 
broke should never be ashamed to bare his arm 
in their behalf, rather than ask alms or borrow 
from his friends, with no way of paying back. 
Talking is a business, but if it doesn’t pay 
you get out; there are plenty of men who make 
it pay. What is the matter with you? 

And while we’re talking about the talker who 
talks and does not roughneck let it be under- 
stood that a little egotism goes a long ways, 
and you needn't swell up and bust because 
you are the talker. There’s a lot of folks who 
never heard of you. 

“In looking over the different articles,’”’ says 
the old troupers’ friend, Barney Williams, with 
it for, twenty years, ‘‘of and about talkers, no 
one has ever mentioned that oldtimer, Doc C. 
Roberts. I am of the belief that there never 
was a more pleasing talker than Doc, Dignified 
appearance, elegant language, magnetic and im- 
pressive, he never failed to get the necessary 
into the ticket office. Fifteen years ago Doc 
was on the front of the Bostock Show, and, 
outside of Doe Barry, who was then on the 
Mundy Show, he was in a class by himself. I 
am now a traveling man, and the other day 
saw a very neat outfit, which proved to be the 
Christy Shows, with old Doc on the front telling 
it to the natives, and, believe me, he was 
sure getting the results, as in the days of 
yore.”’ 

Just a word from a Johnny-come-lately, 
Mortimer Blake: ‘‘As I haven't been in the 
show business all my life and I didn’t write 
the book, I will not class myself with some of 
the oldtimers whom we all know and revere. I 
started back in °98 with the Bostock Show, ped- 
dling d@ucats and making myself generally a 
nuisance on the front, and from that I drifted 
into the show business. I was with George La 
Rose for several years on tickets, etc., and he 
is one of the best outdoor showmen I have 
ever met, and q man who will give you a 
square deal if you can stand work and be 
human. Of course, I have had a few girl 
shows of my own, and some of them were 
good, but am gradually drifting away from the 
girl show game since the ‘49ers have taken 
the place of real girl shows and fixed it so that 
it is impossible to get good people and keep 
straight. I am taking a shot at the 
show game now, making openings for 
Fay and her wonderful horse, Arabia. 
working my school stunt, and business fs 
thank you. There is such a strong line- 
up of bally shows over here on the Kennedy 
Shows that you have to be on your toes every 
minute to be in the money. Let's get to- 
gether and make the 1917 season the biggest 
for everyone and leave at the end of the gsea- 
son with the same good feeling as at the start, 
and a bank roll to buy a benny and not have 
the management furnish the wardrobe next 
season. There are many things a talker can 
do in the winter. I put the Brownwood Mys- 
tery on the road the winter of '15 and got big 
money. Ask Syd Wire. And last winter I went 
into Mexico to promote another good one, Dut 
conditions squelched it. So, talkers, let's make 
this a permanent business; stick in it and give 
the public the best you have, and never leave 
a town wrong.”’ 

The well-known orator, Irish Jack Lynch,

the horse to win. When saddles are not changed 
it is the fastest horse, with almost any fair 
rider, that cope the money. Usually in a case 
of this kind the horse or the string can be 
picked in advance. For excitement and real horse- 
womanship and a race that will make the audi 
ence guess as to the winner the ladies’ relay 
race, with changing saddles, is te thing. Run 
it that way and you will find more entries, with 
better lady riders, even if all the horses are not 
so fast. Better a larger field, with better riders, 
than a emall one with a few fast horses and 
jockey riders. Yes, I think that all committees 
should advertise, well in advance of their date, 
the exact amount of their prize money in detail 
(net the total amount only); also some reliable 
bank in their tewn should vouch for the state 
ment made as to the sure payment of prizes and 
guarantee moneys. Also, I think, announcement 
should be made in advance as to which are com- 
petitive and which are exhibition events to both 
eontestants and public alike. Regarding the 
judges: I think each local contest should 
pick its own Judges and that such judges should 
be governed by such rules that if charges of dis- 
honesty or incompetency are made a thorough 
investigation can be held, and redress secured if 
the charges are proven true. I do not think 
that voting for judges by contestants is a good 
suggestion. It would leave the way open for cer- 
tain cliques to be formed and would be the 
means whereby some people could hire a bunch 
of contestants, paying all their expenses, etc., 
with the understanding that they would receive 
part of the winnings, provided all veted for the 
same judge. In this way one faction can control 
the judges of their choice. Of course [tt fs a 
hard thing to please all, but I am sure that the 
up-to-date contest committee, with the good of 
their cantest at haart and an eve for futnra 


success, will endeavor to pick honest, capable 
judges. 

“I am positive that if a meeting is held in the 
fall, as proposed by The Billboard, that an or- 
ganization can be effected whereby the many 
petty jealousies that now exist between seme 
contestants and contests can be eliminated. I 
feel that such a meeting will bring up many 
things that have hurt the game in the past and 
that the committees who have the welfare of 
their contest and the game at heart will boost 
the organization idea.

Messrs. Cahill of Cheyenne, Dow Wil 
liams of Idaho Falls, Marsh, Taylor and Collins 
of Pendleton, Oneal of San Jose, Johnson of 
Walla Walla, and all the others, would result 
in a far-reaching benefit to the game and every-

one in it. hese are the people to meet and 
talk things over. Each knows the exact condi 
tiens that exist in his own locality. They are 


the heads of the various contests; they are the 
ones who know their public and what it wants, 
and how much they can affor! to spend to give 
the best results, I hope they get together

Speaking 
of this instance let us quote A. E. Rising: ‘“‘Fif- 
teen years on the road has placed me in a posi- 
tion to speak, I think, intelligently on matters 
pertaining to pitchmen, etc., and surely you will 
agree that with the set back pitchmen have suf- 
fered in the last few years through the actions 
of this type of man the number of really good 
towns that have been closed is great, that there 
should be some means of exposing these men and 
letting others know exactly what they are, and 
it is a pity indeed they can’t be stopped. Every 
pitchman in the world knows what difficulty 
there is in opening a town: after it is once 
closed, In the course of a few days such repu- 
table men as Doe Ben Cochran, George Barns, 
Delmar and several others are likely to be here, 
and, with this bill passed, these men shall have 
come a great distance, at heavy expense, only 
to face a barrier.’’ 


An open letter from Perry Dye, Jr., speaks 
of the belated P. P. A., and the possibilities of 
organization thus: “I am for the organization 
forty strong, and that Kerr, Jacobs and Waldron 
bave said a great big mouthful when they opened 
up on their subject. It looks to me like a blind 
man could see where an organization of this kind 
is absolutely necessary, if we expect to preserve 
the business and place it om an equal footing 
with other lines of business or professions. 
There are untold benefits to be received by or- 
ganizing. In the first place it would enable 
us to know jost who are the ones who do the 
deviltry, close up towns and make the country 
hostile. In the second place, as an organized 
body of business men, we can make a united ef- 
fort to open closed territory, lower the exor- 
bitant readers, and, in general, everything else 
that needs to be done to help elevate the bus- 
iness and give it a thorough cleaning out. 

Here is another thing that is worthy of at- 
tention, There is hardly a year goes by that we 
do not hear of some real hustler and good fellow, 
who is either in care of a charitable institution, 
city hospital or organization; or else in trouble, 
as the result of a shakedown, spite work and a 
dozen other things which put the best of them 
there. If we were organized these things could 
be handled the way they should be. The person 
in need or in trouble could write or wire head- 
quarters and give an explanation of the case, 
an investigation follows, with a report throdgh 
the official organ, Billybor, and whatever the 
needs are, throw in and help. As an organized 
body we would know just how much to lery 
nm each member to help the needy brother. Sev- 
eral other things I have in mind that, as an 
organized body, would be of benefit to the fra- 
ternity.""

VITAGRAPH IS THE VICTOR 
IN LAWSUIT AGAINST FORD 


Wins Million-Dollar Judgment for Alleged Libel 
Concerning Masterpiece, Battle Cry of 
Peace —Judge Thinks Films Do 
Much Good for the Country 


New York, April 28.—A technical judgment 
awarding damages in the sum of $1,000,000 for 
damages was handed down by Judge Mayer in 
the Federal Court here this week in favor of 
Greater Vitagraph sgainst Henry Ford, the De- 
troit automobile manufacturer, the verdict be- 
ing rendered in Vitagraph’s libel suit against 
Ford, on the charge that the Detroiter, and 
widely known pacifist, had done almost irre- 
parable damage against the picture producing 
concern by his alleging that one of Vita’s film 
masterpieces, The Battle Cry of Peace, had 
been suggested by Hudson Maxim, and had 
been financed by the munition makers of the 
United States in order to embroil this country 
in. war. 


The judgment was granted on a motion by 
the attorneys for the Greater Vitagraph, but 
Judge Mayer allowed the attorneys for Ford 
twenty days in which to file an answer to the 
original complaint of the Greater Vitagraph 
Company. 

The court action on April 23 came as the re- 
sult of the filing by Ford’s attorney of a de- 
murrer to the suit. 

In rendering his decision Judge Mayer makes 
it very plain that motion pictures are of tre- 
mendous value in spreading enlightening propa- 
ganda and especially referred to The Battle 
Cry of Peace, which is being re-edited and will 
be renamed The Battle Cry of War, as a real 
preparedness propagan: picture. 

Judge Mayer in rendering his decisién, in part, 
said: 


“The Vitagraph Company of America, a 
manufacturer and producer of motion pictures, 
in September, 1915, publicly presented a film 
ealled The Battle Cry of Peace—which since 
then has been exhibited throughout the United 
States and Canada. The alleged libel was the 
publication by Henry Ford in May, 1916, of an 
article, entitled Humanity and Sanity, which, 
among other things, stated that ‘for months 
the people of the United States have had fear 
pounded into their brains by magazines, news- 
papers and motion pictures.’ 

“The Vitagraph Company of America in the 
complaint asserted that it produced The Battle 
Cry of Peace not only for commercial purposes 
but also for the purpose of furthering a national 
propaganda to enlighten the public upon the 


condition of the country as it was then known, 
and for the purpose of communicating a great 
and important message to the American people 
with the patriotic end in view of promoting the 
best interests of the nation. 

“Counsel for defendant contend, not without 
ingenuity, that the article can be construed 
merely as meaning that the picture or photoplay 
is an advertisement of Mr. Maxim’s munitions, 
wares and stocks, and that there is nothing un- 
lawful in such an advertisement. If the premise 
is correct the conclusion is sound. 

“But the meaning of the article when read 
with all its context is not that the defendant 
was attacking an acknowledged advertisement, 
what defendant charged was that the plaintiff 
corporation was producing a motion picture or 
play called The Battle Cry of Peace, not to 
further honorably a propaganda for preparedness 
and national defense conscientiously believed in 
by the ucer, but to advertise Maxim's 
munitions, wares and stocks ‘by deceptive and 
disingenuous methods under cover of a presen- 
tation behind which was concealed a mean 
scheme by which others were shaking with 
laughter at the public’s fear aroused by the 
picture, and with joy over the fat contracts 
the public’s fear might bring them. 

“The article is not merely an attack on Mr. 
Maxim. It is also in effect an attack on plain- 
tiff as the hypocritical and deceiving assistant 
in Mr. Maxim's alleged dishonorable scheme of 
advertisement.”’ 


THREE PICTURES STOPPED 


In Pennsylvania Because of the War 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 28.—Withdrawal of the 
moving pictures, Patria, Civilization and War 
Brides, has been requested by Attorney-General 
Brown, as legal adviser for the State Board of 
Censors, on the ground that during the present 
crisis nothing should be permitted which may 
have a tendency to prevent enlistment or in- 
fluence against the patriotic impulse of the 
people. 

In the letter which the Attorney-General sent 
to the owners of the films in question he points 
out that, while the Board has the legal right 
to revoke certificates, he believes that the mere 


request will be sufficient to accomplish that re-. 
sult. Commenting upon his letter he said: 
“I have no desire to do anything drastic and 
do not believe that a drastic course is neeces- 
sary. Criticisms of the films in question have 
been made to the Board, and it is my duty to 
take such steps as are necessary. If a request, 
therefore, does not accomplish the results de- 
sired resort will be had to the law."

The New York Mo- 
tion Picture Company, being about to vacate 
the larger part of the premises it has occupied 
for several years on the ninth floor of the -Long- 
acre Building, Hiller & Wilk bave acquired a 
lease of the offices and enter into possession of 
them immediately. 

The new offices face on Forty-second street 
and Broadway, and are thus in the center of 
the world’s motion market. With larger offices 
Hiller & Wilk will be in a better position than 
hitherto to cope with the demands made upon

To Come From Experts With the Pen 


Your Uncle Sam is very wide awake, captious 
critles and calamity howlers to the contrary, 
notwithstanding, as evidenced by his appoint- 
ment of various boards and committees of ex- 
perts, where efficiency is required. 

In line with this policy, which has met with 
whole-hearted approval from all quarters, two 
new offices have been created, one to impress 
news of the navy’s needs on the minds of those 
who the navy wishes to reach, and the other 
to suppress news that may give valuable in- 
formation to the enemy. 

The latter appointment, in the person of 
George Creel as censor, and formerly best known 
to fame as the whilom Police Commissioner of 
Denver and husband of Blanche Bates, the 
actress, was widely heralded in all the news- 
papers. The former appointment, made several 
weeks previous, has just come to light. 

Uncle Sam, with his finger on the pulse or 
bis many mooded country and alive to the value 
of advertising, decided when the call to arms 
came to emulate England's example of publicity, 
and to this end appointed a prototype of Eng- 
land's press agent in the person of Lieutenant 
Wells Hawks, U. 8. N. 

When President Wilson issued his already 
historical document, which caused Congress to 
declare that a state of war existed between 
our country and Germany, Wells Hawks, then 
press representative for Joan, the Woman, re- 
signed at a great monetary sacrifice and ap- 
plied for a commission inj the United States 
Navy. His application was accepted and he was 
granted a commission, with the rank of HMeu- 
tenant. The governing board, in passing upon 
bis case, after reviewing his qualifications, 
which included the publicity representation of 
the Government of Peru, the City of Baltimore, 
Caruso, Barnum & Bailey's Circus, Paviowa, 
Luna Park, Ballet Russe, Coney Island, Mary 
Pickford, John Drew, Maude Adams, Geraldine 
Farrar, etc., as well as the editorship of vari- 
ous metropolitan newspapers, decided he could 
best serve his country by using his sword on 
bis vocabulary and in short, snappy sentences, 
full of power, punch and pep, point out to the 
youth of the nation the needs of navy. True to 
form his first stunt to arouse dormant patriotism 
was to arrange with Geraldine Farrar, the prima 
donna and cinema star, to sing The Star-Spangled 
Banner from atop the Statue of Liberty.

CO-OPERATIVE PLAN ... . 
To Be Tried by M M,. H. Hoffman 


New York, April 28.—One of the objects of 
M. H. Hoffman, who recently organized a com- 
pany of his own, after serving five years with 
the Universal, is to try out the co-operative 
plan, much as Henry Ford does, with his ex- 
hibitors who remain on contract with his firm. 
He started the other day on a three weeks’ trip 


| to California for the purpose of organizing ex- 


changes throughout the country, and in addition 


j to dispose of some of the State rights for his 


first production, The Sin Woman, for which he 
has bought the world’s rights from the George 
Backer Film Corporation. 

Regarding his proposed policy Mr. Hoffman 
said: ‘‘My policy will be big attractions, plus 
comedies that people want, plus a serial, screen 
magazine and weekly. I intend to work a co- 
operative plan with exhibitors, reserving for 
the company certain profits in the investments 
and dividing the remainder in form of dividends 
among the exhibitors who stay on contract with 
the firm. In other words I intend to put through 
the Ford automobile plan, which, as you know, 
has worked out very satisfactorily, and I am 
going to make an effort to prove that it will 
work out effectively.” 


RODGERS A CANDIDATE 


For President of Exhibitors’ League 


Pavid G. Rodgers, chairman of the conven- 
tion committee of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
Corporation of the Northwest, which is holding 
its sixth annual convention in Minneapolis, 
Minn., this week, ending May 3, has been ap- 
proached by about one hundred exhibitors, not 
only in the Northwest, but throughout the coun- 
try, and enormous pressure has been brought to 
bear upon him, until he has decided that he 
will be a candidate for president of the Motiou 
Mieture Exhibitors’ League of America at the 
Chicago convention in July. 

A campaign committee has been organized 
for Mr. Rodgers, and to this committee will ve 
added prominent exhibitors throughout the 
country from time to time. Thomas J, Ham- 
lin, editor of Amusements, has been appointed 
chairman of the publicity committee for the cam- 
paign. Exhibitors who deplore petty policies 
or domineering selfish tactica have determined 
to center upon Mr. Rodgers as the ideal man 
for the important position, according to Mr. 
Hamlin. 

At the Minneapolis convention this week Mr. 
Rodgers said: ‘‘I am firmly against the Motion 
Picture Exbibitors’ Corporation of the North- 
west or any of tbe State branches that are 
affiliate] with the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America instructing their delegates 
to the July Chicago convention, 

“This savorg too much of old-time politics. 

“The men who introduce the old-time tactics 
might think that they are building up a ma- 
ghine in a new manner, but believe me it 
smells too much of the ward healing gum shoe 
politics of long ago. 

“The Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of 
America is a trade organization, and should 
completely eradicate petty policies. Every 
State league siiould send its delegates unin- 
structed. If they haven't confidence in the 
ability and integrity of their delegates they 
should not send any delegates at all.’’

Mr. Hall, who 
is quite prominent in the theatrical and pic- 
ture business, is president and general manager 
of the Rialto Theater Rialto Company, which 
will erect the new theater, and aleo is president 
and general manager of the Rialto Theater Com- 
pany, which will operate the big playhouse un- 
der his personal supervision. 


Mr. Hall, who is at the head of seventeen cor- 
porations handling theatrical and motion pic- 
ture enterprises, among which are the Strand 
Theater of Newark and the Civilization Film 
Corporation, is recognized as one of the most 
active figures in the motion picture business. He 
recently bought outright the latest Edgar Lewis 
feature production without seeing it, a screen 
drama in nine reels, which, after a trade show- 
ing at the Broadway Theater, New York, last 
Wednesday, was hailed by critics and picture 
experts as one of the season’s greatest pictures.

York Legislature will adjourn before next Satur- 
day night. The New York Herald, which man- 
ages to keep pretty well posted on what is 
going on in Albany, affords the film industry a 
lot of satisfaction in its issue today by pre- 
dicting passage of the Sunday opening bl! and 
defeat for the Wheeler-Hinman measure, The 
Herald, in its forecast of the Legislature’s ac- 
tion, today says: “‘The Sunday movie bill is on 
the calendar, and, from present appearances, 
ovght to pass. It will be amended «o that vil- 
lages shall be excluded, Cities under the amended 
measure would be privileged to have movie per- 
formances after one o'clock in the afternoon, 
No one will predict what will become of the 
movie tax bill. Strong influence has been used 
to kill that bill and there are indications that 
influence has been successful."’ 

Some slight opposit’on has been developed In 
film circles against the proposed federal taxa- 
tion measure, which would impose a tax aggre- 
gating ten per cent upon the gross business of 
the picture industry, but it is not thought thi« 
opposition will develop into much of a fight, as 
leaders in the business are satisfied that federal 
taxation is a necessity at this time, and rather 
welcome the opportunity to aid the U. & Gov 
ernment in its foreign difficulties. 

President Benj. B. Hampton, of the Rex 
Beach Pictures Company, wishes to correct a 
wrong impression which was created at the hear- 
ing of the motion picture tax bill in Albany a 
few days ugo through the reading of only a 
portion of bis recent testimony before the joint 
committee to the committee of the New York 
film men that journeyed to Albany to protest 
against the proposed Wheeler film tax. Mr. 
Hampton has written the following letter to 
Henry J. Walters, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee of the New York Senate:

“IT sincerely hope that this bill will be modl- 
fled so that its good features will be retained 
und its dangerous elements eliminated.”’ 


WILL AID EXHIBITORS 


Rothapfel Praises New Body of Which 
He Is President

“It is not our purpose to antagonize any 
department of the pleture Incustry, nor to put 
anyone ont of business. Our organization will 
not injure the exchange men, It will create 
competition for certain produetions, and we 
feel sure it will foster and encourage the manu- 
facture of better pictures, The details of the 
method for purchasing the pletures we want 
remain to be worked ont, that being left to the 
discretion of the Board of Directors." 
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KANSAS BRANCH 
of M. P. E. L. Meets in Hutchinson 


Hutchinson, Kan., April 28.—The Kansas 
branch of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League 
eof America held its seventh semi-annual con- 
vention In Hutchinson on Monday and Tuesday

arises what will these out-of-town theaters do 
for attractions? It is known there are only a 
comparatively few White Rat acts still in ex- 
istence. As evidence of this, it is pointed out 
that the Rats were forced to repeat their No. 1 
road show at Lynn, owing to their inability to 
secure new names and faces, 

During the strike the Gordon houses in and 
about Boston were booked practically entirely by 
the United Booking Offices, while the Sheedy 
Vaudeville Agency, which booked the original 
White Rat road show, has been forced to send 
his acts to the vicinity of Halifax and other dix 
tant points. 

It has always been understood by the Man 
agers’ Association that all acts which played 
these White Rat theaters during the ‘‘strike’’ 
have been part of and identified with the Rat 
movement, and it would be interesting to know 
just what attitude these managers are now go 
ing to assume. The V. M. P. A.. before it re 
moves the ban against theaters and agents, will 
require a full and satisfactory explanation from 
these parties as to where and how they stand. 
It is known that the V. M. P. A. some time ago 
voted to play only such acts as had been play- 
ing in theaters controlled by members of their 
organization. The general impression in vaude- 
ville circles is that these outside managers will 
have to affiliate with the V. M. P. A. if they de- 
sire to keep their theaters open as vaudeville 
houses. The White Rat situation could have 
been cleaned up months ago, one of the heads 
of that body told The Billboard, with both sides 
laying down their arms, but the V. M. P. A., 
having literally been forced to its action, took 
a firm stand and decided it would not rest until 
the White Rats, as a body, were no longer in 
existence. 

Now that the order has virtually passed into 
oblivion the future actions of the managers will 
be awaited with interest.

ORDERS THEATER TO _ PAY 
EVICTED TENANT $68,500 
SECURITY FUND

building was erected operated the theater and 
occupied the same until May 1, 1914. About that 
time the People’s Theater Company became finan- 
cially embarrassed, and failed to pay the sum of 
$3,500 rent that became due on May 1, and 
thereupon dispossess proceedings were commenced 
against the People’s Theater Company, and they 
were dispossessed from the National Theater 
for nonpayment of $3,500. 

Lawyer Sarasohn, who bad an unpaid bill 
against the People’s Theater Company for legal 
services, obtained a judgment against that com- 
pany, and had a receiver appointed, and then, on 
behalf of the receiver, commenced an actiot 
against the owners of the building to recover 
the sum of $72,000, leas the sum of $3,500, due 
as rent at the time they were dispossessed. Mr. 
Sarasobn contended that under the terms of the 
lease, since the owners had dispossessed the ten 
tnts, the tenants were entitled to receive back 
the security, less any sum which they owed at 
the time of the dispossession. As they only 
owed $3,500 at the time of the dispossession 
Sarasohn brought euit through the receiver to 
recover the $68,500 balance of the security, left 
after deducting the amount of rent due, togetber 
with Interest. 

Lawyer Steuer, on behalf of the landlords, 
fought the case, claiming that since the tenants 
had broken their contract and had not paid the 
rent and were dispossessed that the entire sum 
of $72,000 belonged to the owners as damages. 
The case was tried before Supreme Court Justice 
Cohbalan in November, 1915, and this judge, after 
considering the case for over nine months, rend 
ered a long decision in which he upbeld the con- 
tention of the landlords and decided that they 
could keep the entire $72,000. 

Mr. Sarasohn appealed from the decision of the 
Supreme Court to the Appellate Court, and him- 
self argued the case before this Court about six 
weeks ago. Friday the decision of the Appellate 
Court was announced, reversing the decision of 
Justice Cohalan and upholding the contention of 
Lawyer Sarasohn that the landlords must return 
the $72,000 received as security, less the sum of 
$3,500, due as rent at the time of the disposses- 
sion, and directing judgment for that amount, 
with interest and costs, and further directing 
that this eum of money is a lien upon the build- 
ing after the first mortgage, and if this amount 
is not paid back to the receiver the National 
Theater Building shall be sold under foreclosure 
subject to the first mortgage. 

The progress of this case has been watched by 
all lawyers and many prominent real estate own- 
ers, because in almost every lease in New York 
City a sum of money is deposited by the tenant 
as security, and this decision affects the rights 
to this security if the tenant fails to pay rent 
and is dispossessed,

teotive Association believes that in its or- 
ganization it has solved a question which long 
has bothered them, and which they have from 
time to time in the past unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to eliminate.

Co.; vice-president, Isadore Witmark, of Wit- 
mark & Son; secretary, Louis Bernstein, of 
Shapiro-Bernstein Co.; treasurer, Henry Watter- 
son, of Watterson, Berlin & Snyder; chairman 
of the Executive Committee, Maurice Goodman, 
general counsel for the United Booking Offices;

The Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Associa- 
tion has assured the Muste Publishers’ Protec- 
tive Association of its co-operation and support 
in the elimination of song-plugging from the 
ranks of organized vaudeville. It is estimated 
the song Fan in the past have paid 
upwards of $200,000 a year to performers to 
“plug’’ or ‘“‘boost’’ their songs, and while in 
some instances there have been slight returns 
in the way of increased sales, as a general 
tule the money practically has been thrown 
away, so far as the publishers are concerned. 

Under the new rule the actor, as well as 
the publisher; the theater manager, as well 
as the public, will be mutually benefited.
